INSTRUCTIONS    CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Galvanized  or  Zinc-coated  Vessels  Prohibited  as  Containers  of  Meat  Food  Products. 

[File  No.  507.] 

As  metallic  zinc  is  known  to  be  soluble  in  the  acids  occurring  normally  in  meats 
and  meat  food  products,  the  use  of  galvanized  or  zinc-coated  vessels  as  permanent 
containers  for  such  products  (including  lard  and  lard  substitutes)  is  prohibited. 

Hog  Lungs  Prohibited  as  Food  Products. 

[File  No.  635.] 

The  ruling  in  Service  Announcements  Xo.  34  of  February  15,  1910,  page  9,  prohib- 
iting the  use  of  hog  lungs  in  meat  food  products,  applies  to  exempted  establishments 
as  well  as  to  establishments  operating  under  federal  inspection. 

Hog  lungs  are  considered  unfit  for  human  food  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  leave 
official  establishments  for  such  purpose,  but  should  be  condemned  and  tanked. 

*  Conducts  slaughtering. 
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Tuberculous  Hog  Carcasses. 

[File  No.  384.] 

In  all  cases  where  hog  carcasses  are  passed  for  food  or  lard  and  the  heads  are  required 
to  be  condemned  and  tanked  on  account  of  localized  tuberculosis,  the  jowls  and  adja- 
cent portions  of  the  cervical  region  shall  likewise  be  tanked,  whether  these  parts  are 
removed  with  the  head  or  otherwise.  This  action  is  considered  necessary  in  order  to 
be  sure  that  diseased  tissues  are  not  passed  with  the  carcasses. 

System  of  Marking  Meats  and  Products. 

[File  No.  52.] 

Referring  to  notice  in  February  Service  Announcements,  page  9,  entitled  "System 
of  Marking  Meats  and  Products,"  the  use  of  hot  branding  irons  now  on  hand  bearing 
the  inspection  legend  may  be  continued  for  the  present,  provided  the  management 
of  the  establishments  promptly  furnish  properly  equipped  lockers  convenient  to  the 
places  where  such  brands  are  used  in  the  various  departments,  and  keep  such  brands 
in  the  lockers  when  not  in  actual  use.  All  such  lockers  shall  be  provided  with  Bureau 
padlocks,  the  keys  to  which  shall  be  kept  by  employees  of  the  Bureau,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  see  that  such  brands  are  held  under  these  locks  when  not  in  use. 

Marking  Products  Containing  Stomachs,  Spleens,  etc. 

[File  No.  11.] 

When  hog  stomachs,  spleens,  tripe,  and  similar  organs  are  used  as  ingredients  of 
sausage  or  other  meat  food  product  it  is  not  sufficient  to  designate  the  product  as 
"pork"  or  "beef."  While  these  organs  are  considered  meat  food  product,  they  can 
not  be  properly  classed  as  meat  under  the  meat-inspection  law.  Meat  food  products 
containing  them  shall  therefore  be  marked  to  show  plainly  the  use  of  such  organs. 

Reporting  Mutton  Preparations. 

[File  No.  29.] 

In  rendering  reports  on  I.  D.  Form  130,  the  preparation  of  mutton  stock,  mutton 
oil,  mutton  stearin,  mutton-and-oleo-stock,  mutton-and-oleo-oil,  and  mutton-and-oleo- 
stearin  should  be  entered  on  the  lower  margin  and  not  included  in  the  total  of  meat 
food  products  prepared  on  that  day. 

Inspection  Stamps  on  Export  Shipments. 

[File  No.  121.] 

The  Bureau  is  frequently  informed  by  inspectors  in  charge  at  ports  of  export  that 
many  of  the  meat-inspection  stamps  become  detached  from  the  packages  before  the 
shipments  leave  this  country.  Inspectors  in  charge  are  directed  to  give  particular 
attention  to  the  matter  of  applying  the  meat-inspection  stamp  to  export  shipments 
and  to  see  that  a  good  adhesive  is  used  and  that  the  work  is  done  with  care. 

Regulations  Affecting  Transportation  Companies. 

[File  No.  152.] 

It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Bureau  that  the  agents  of  transportation 
companies  are  not  in  all  cases  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  requirements  of  Regu- 
lation 25  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  150.  Inspectors  in  charge  are  therefore  requested  to  visit  the 
various  transportation  agencies  operating  at  their  stations  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing whether  the  various  sections  under  the  above  regulation  are  being  complied  with. 
After  giving  such  directions  as  may  seem  necessary  to  bring  about  the  proper  handling 
of  shippers'  certificates,  the  inspector  should  again  visit  the  transportation  agencies  at 
intervals  of  at  least  once  in  sixty  days,  and  if  it  is  found  that  they  fail  to  comply  with ; 
the  regulations,  the  Bureau  should  be  notified  so  that  the  matter  may  be  taken  up 
by  the  Washington  office. 
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REPORTS  CONCERNING  INFECTIOUS  CARS. 

[File  No.  84.] 

Reports  relating  to  infectious  cars  are  not  being  promptly  and  properly  rendered 
by  all  stations. 

Cars  received  at  any  bureau  station  containing  lh^e  stock  infected  with  any  conta- 
gious or  infectious  disease  should  be  promptly  placarded  with  I.  D.  Form  57  cards 
except  cars  that  are  placarded  "Southern  Cattle,"  in  order  that  railway  employees 
may  at  once  see  that  the  cars  so  placarded  are  to  be  treated  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations.  Failure  on  the  part  of  bureau  employees  to  placard  infectious  cars 
promptly  is  no  doubt  responsible  for  the  frequent  removal  by  railway  companies  of 
infectious  cars  without  first  having  them  disinfected.  All  infectious  cars  received 
should  be  promptly  reported  on  I.  D.  Form  62,  and  should  also  be  so  reported  on  I.  D. 
Form  62A  after  having  been  cleaned  and  disinfected.  All  delinquent  infectious  cars 
should  be  promptly  reported  every  ten  days  on  I.  D.  Form  62D  until  disinfected. 
In  the  column  headed  "Status"  (I.  D.  Form  62D)  it  is  not  sufficient  to  say,  "Same  as 
previous  report,"  but  any  action  that  has  been  taken  to  have  the  cars  disinfected  should 
be  specifically  set  forth. 

The  supervision  of  all  other  cars  cleaned  and  disinfected  at  the  request  of  railroad 
companies,  or  otherwise,  and  not  positively  known  to  be  infectious,  should  be  reported 
daily  on  I.  D.  Form  62 A.,  which  report  should  be  marked  "Special." 

I.  D.  Form  62D  reports  should  be  forwarded  only  when  there  are  delinquent  cars 
to  reoort. 


SUBSTANCES   PERMITTED   FOR   OFFICIAL  DIPPING. 

[File  No.  149.] 

Sheep. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"  Cresic  Dip,"  acresol  dip,  manufactured  by  the  West  Disinfecting  Company  (Incor- 
porated), New  York,  N.  Y.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  130  gallons 
of  water. 

Sheep  and  Cattle. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  and  cattle  for  scabies: 

"  Baccol  Dip,"  a  tobacco  extract,  manufactured  by  the  West  Disinfecting  Company 
(Incorporated),  New  York,  N.  Y.  Dilution  permitted:  To  make  a  solution  containing 
0.05  per  cent  of  nicotine,  use  1  gallon  of  Baccol  Dip  to  not  more  than  220  gallons  of 
water.  To  make  a  solution  containing  0.07  per  cent  of  nicotine,  use  1  gallon  of  Baccol 
Dip  to  not  more  than  155  gallons  of  water. 

"  Nicolene  Dip"  a  nicotine  solution,  manufactured  by  the  West  Disinfecting  Com- 
pany (Incorporated),  New  York,  N.  Y.  Dilution  permitted:  To  make  a  solution  con- 
taining 0.05  per  cent  of  nicotine,  use  1  pint  of  Nicolene  Dip  to  not  more  than  100  gallons 
of  water.  To  make  a  solution  containing  0.07  per  cent  of  nicotine,  use  1  pint  of  Nico- 
lene Dip  to  not  more  than  70  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they 
permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the 
guaranty  required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or 
amendments.
